Coney Island, Famous Playground of the People, , 


Welcomes Its Loyal Thousands as Summer Comes. 


Assistant Secretary of the Navy Rouscvell's visit lo the Bos- 


Ion navy yard has provoked considerable comment, in the 
Boston newspapers and the following from t'he ''" 
prove interesting.: 


"Assistant Secretary Roosevell of the navy department lias 


aided Representative Murray, as far as possible, in the hitler's 
efforts to 'sew up (he navy yard vole.' At one time it was an 
important and effective vote. 
Before Henry Cabot Lodge 


became a national figure in politics and was mounting.lhe lad- 
der of fame with the assistance of certain very practical -politi- 
cians in his old district, the navyiyard vole was relied upon to 
do many things thai the plain vole would nol always do._ If 
1:. Gerry Brown, now a democratic officeholder by appoint- 
ment of the democratic governor, would write his reminis- 
cences of the navy yard vole in politics, based on personal 
observation as a republican journalist and stonl adherent ol 
Mr. Lodge twenty-live years or more ago, the story would be 
interesting and instructive. In recent years Ihe navy yard vole 
lias been comparatively neglected. We have had the firemen's 
vole, which is a very uncertain element, and the labor-vole, 
which does nol always follow Ihe curious paths of those lead- 
ers who make a specially of political labor leadership. Accord- 
ing to all accounts,, the.assistant secretary of Ihe navy has 
promised many things.lo Ihe.navy yard vole, but the marines, 
who have heard such.promises before, merely smile and say 
nothing. 
The Gharleslowu yard will nol lie abolished. _ There 


was never any danger that il would be. Good work is done 
there by skilled men. 
The maintenance of a modern navy de- 


mands the maintenance of just such yards as that in Charles- 
town, in Ihe heart of the sk'illed labor market, and nol loo re- 
mole from political activities." 


The navy yard vole may be one way in Charleslown, hut in 


Portsmouth under republican government Ihe men have.voted 
to suit themselves. 


The Monitor has an interesting edilorial on Ihe result of \w 


visil which will apply lo Ihe local yard in point of interest: 


"Assistant Secretary of the Navy Roosevell, in his visil lc 


Boston, succeeded in leaving a disti'ncl impression that he will 
favor making the navy yard here of greater use and impor- 
tance and that Ihe navy'deparlment will move in that direc- 
tion. This, was an incidenl lo'his coming, which hail anolhei 
purpose; but here.seems to he^a case where incident loomei 
larger than the plan. The.object'of Ihe;visil was mainly '

II is 
only in slight degree that lhe.'i>ilicicncy and economy design 
has been employed, but, a t . l h a l , Ihe workmen were able lo 
point to a repair job of a labor cosl of lo cents as having been 
done al a planning cosl of Sl.y.o. The men wanted lo make 


. sure that a system'that would supply such instances should nol 


be established. They were practically assured thai by the al- 
ready demonstrated opposition of .the chief ollicers al the yard, 
and the assistant secretary gave Ihem the comfort of the 
knowledge that Ihe present administration of Ihe department 
is likewise content to regard Hie. naval workers as citizens and 
conscious creatures. 
As for the incidenl, Ihe future of Ihe 


Boston navy yaal is brightened by the ollicial visil even lo the 
extent of Ihe hope IhaMhis yard .will become .the central man- 
ufacturing plant for Ihe navy. 
II is quickly recognized by 


Secretary'Roosevell thai Ihe conditions lie re are all favorable 
to a great extension,of Ihe conslrudion and repair work. 
He 


finds' thai Ihe government.is buying machinery and.equipment 
that it could nianufaclure to advantage and lhat Ihe navy yards 
might be supplied^vilh a steadiness of employment that would 
hefp more to ellic'iency than any possible Iheory of manage- 
ment. 
The Boston yard had its advantages shown him and 


his response indicated lhal he looked for its development into 
a ship-building and machine-making center of great conse- 
quence. 
The activity of the local congressmen in Ibis direc- 


tion is to be credited with having opened Ihe way lo (he large 
value of (he yard to the country and to the neighborhood."
